I am currently finalizing plans for the 1991 Gordon Research Conference on Hormonal 
Carcinogenesis. This conference is a major on-going meeting that focuses on the role of hormones in 
prevalent human diseases such as prostate, breast and endometrial cancers. A program outline of this 
year’s meeting is enclosed for your information. 

I am writing to ask if The Council for Tobacco Research would be willing to provide a small 
amount of support for this meeting. I have submitted major grant proprosals to fond the meeting, and 
I expect that the quality of the speakers and the importance of the topic will insure good priority scores.
